‘“‘ Durand, in the letter which Mr. 
Hughes read, does not claim either to 
have been removed or that his resigna- 
tion was demanded. He says he told me 
he would résign when requested. He

wahld resign, he did vo untarily and -uls 
asked; Mana he gives the reason himself, 
ig We may actept Durand's ‘own state- 
ments as justifying fully the statement 
made by me_in-wiring Mr. Hughes that

but resigned, voluntarily, unasked.' He 
himself is witness to this by his own 
statements. 

“The trouble appears to have been 
that the resignation was accepted.

‘I think I may say without rashness,”’ 
he exclaimed, “ that today the Govern- 
ment of the United States is recklessly 
wasteful, shamefully incompétent, and 
extravagant, a reproach to the intelli- 
gence of a free people becduse’of its in- 
efficiency.”’ ;

‘“*Salome'’ was the sensation of the 
French Salon of 1870. It was bought in 


Paris in 1912 by Roland Knoedler, the, 


New York art dealer, for $105,600 at the 


sale of the colléction of the Marquise 


La&ndolfo-Caréano. There waé spirited 
bidding at.the time, in which represent- 
atives of the Museum of the Louvre 
were in rivalry with Mr. Knoedler. Mr. 
Knoedler later offered to sell it to the 
Lauvre for what he paid for it. A pub- 
lic. subscription was started in France, 
but a sufficient amount was not raised, 
and early in 1913 the painting was 
brought to America, much to the dis- 
gust-of French art lovers, who resented 
what they called the capture by Ameri- 


can dollars of another European mas- 
terplece. It was especially lovea by the 
French péoplé because of the history of 
thé artist, Oho lost his life in the slege 
of. Paris in 1871. 

The painting was exhibited by the 
Ffench Government at the Centennial in 
Philadéiphia in 1876, after which it was 
takén back to France and became the 
property of the Marquise Landolfo- 
Carcano.

VICTORY ABOVE PEACE, 
HUNGARIANS DEMAND 


Leaders Pledge War to the Last 
Man Before Aims of Rumanians 
Are Considered. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 10, (via London.) 
—A telegram from Budapest says that 
Count Michael Karolyi, leader of the 
new Independence Party, speaking in 
thé Hungarian Chamber of Deputies, as- 
aérted it would be in the interests of 
peace if the Government would”make a 
declaration in regard to the war aims 
of thé monarchy and the conditions de- 
manded for terminating the struggle. 
Although hé desired a speedy peace, he 
wished it to be a lasting one. 

Referring to Rumania and thé aspira- 
tions supposed to be cherished there for 
poséession of Transylvania, the Count 
said: ‘So long as a Hungarian 
breathes we shall fight uswervingly for 
the integrity of Hungary and the de- 
fense of Transylvania.’’ 

Count Albert, Apponyi, leader of the

am of Count Karolyi, said he saw the 
best guafantee of lasting ce in the 
strengthening of the monarchy's alliance. 

Premier Tisza said in reply hé desired 
only to state, as was known, that a very 
noisy section of the Rumanian press had 
done evptz ining possible since the out- 
break the war to involve Rumania 
in war with Austria-Hungary. The

GERMANS RECKLESS 


At Other Times, Says English 
Writer, Kaiser's Commanders 
Are Careful: of Their Men. 


OFFICBRS NOT: IN ‘TRENCHES 


But Soldiers Are Told Where to 
Find Them When They Re- 
quire Inspiring Courage. 


By PHILIP GIBBS. 


Special Cable to TH New York 'Truks. 
. WITH THE BRITISH. ARMIES IN 
THE FIELD, Aug. 9.—Thére is ‘no doubt 
at all that, as a‘fighting man, tké Ger- 
man knows his business thoroughly and 
performs it with great skill, courage, 
and discipliné. He had the advantage 
over the British in an enormoug reserve 
and highly trained ‘officers and, al- 
though this advantage is rapidly disap- 
pearing, he still has, I imagine, more 
than enough for his needs now and to 
the end of the war, for he has been care- 
ful to keep his best brains out of danger. 

He can call upon a great store of pro- 
fessional and acientific knowledge to 
direct the machinery of this business 
of destruction and to organise the lines 
of his War machine. In minute detail 
of organization and in the driving ma- 
chinery behind it the German high com- 
mand is masterly, and there is not a 
soldier in the Kaiser’s armiés whd is 
not well equipped and well fel, unless 
the British guns do not permit supplies 
to come up. Enormous attention is 
paid to the morale of. the men by or- 


ganizing concerts, religious services 
And beer parties behing the- lines, s 
spat they shall be tent cheerful, 

t news of the wore is especially 
ited for them, wie that point of 
view in mind, the German high com- 
mand is careful of the lives of its men 
until the day comes when they have 
to be flung ruthlessly forward in wave 
anyer wave against the guns of the 

es. 

Again and again I beve described the 
spaciousness and depth and gomfort of 
the German dugouts. That is a part 
of the gers of life-saving, and the 
divisional commanders set their mea to 
work and kecr them at work in a way 
which the ritish wotld call slave 
driving.

The mili- 
tary waste is very great, but “the eco- 
nomic waste is much less than you may 
think it to be. There is a tremendous 
@iscipline which will survive this strug- 
gle, there are lessons of. co-operation 
which will never be forgotten, and the 
result will be that with all their social 
reaction and their difficult burdens inci- 
dent to the war there will be a strength 
and a capacity for the enterprises of 
eace in every one of those nations the 
ike of which the world has never seen. 

“Do not imagine that the United 
States, undisciplined, somewhat be- 
numbed by the prosperity incident to 
the war itself, lacking in training and in 


to the paroblems of the twentieth cent- 
ury with the wastefulness and. disre- 
gard of business ethods that have 
characterized the vernment) in the 
past. We have got to go fo and be 
strong, keen, willing to face the facts, 
and bring our best constructive powers 
to these new national exigencies. 

/**I confess it is that which appeals to 
me. When this summons came to me, 
{t had no appeal in it from e mere 
standard ef personal honor, great as 
was that honor, becatisze I know that 
for the man himself therg is nothing in 
it but responsibility. There is not a 
wakfmg hour but what is full of the 
sense of obligation. There is not a 
mom but what is crowded with de- 
m 's that cannot be met. For the 
man himself, tho honor, at as it is, 
is an empty thing. The burden of re- 
sponsibility is a real, a crushing, a ter- 
rible.thing. 

‘* Nothing would have induced me to 
step from the life I enjoyed into this 
sort of activity merely to through 
the ,political motions. Not a bit of it. 
I a mhere because I have a vision of 
what America needs. I do not profess 
tc carry with me any panacea. I[ do 
not profess to be abdle to foretell in 
every detail the futvre. But I do pro- 
fess have some ability:in analyzing 
facts and in understanding situations, 
and to the best of that ability I want 
to rerve the United States.”’ 

Mr. Hughes discussed the Mexican sit- 
uation briefly, making up in the sever- 
ity of his words their lack in number. 
He had not intended to refer to this 
subject ‘n tonight’s address, but he told 
the audience that it was difficult for 
him to restrain himself, so deep was his 
feeling of resentment and shame over 
the position in which, he said, the 
United States had been placed. There 
were cries of ‘‘Go on’ and applause, 
and he talked about Mexico for a few 
moments. 


Campaigns Among the Farmers. 

Mr. Hughes campaigned today among 
the farmers of North Dakota and left 
behind him the reputation of being a 
“pretty good fellow.’’ He preached 
the doctrines of Government efficiency, 
American preparedness, and tariff pro- 
tection for the farmer, and won ap- 
plause. 

The farmers cheered for preparedness 
thhe loudest when Mr. Hughes told them 
that it meant not militarism, but ability 
to uphold national honor. They cheered 
for Mr. Hughes, one broad-shouldered 
old farmer said, because ‘‘ there’s somie- 
thing about him that makes you believe 
he's telling the truth.”’ 

In his speechmaking this paragraph in 
particular, which smacked of peace, won 
enthusiasm from an audience of 38,000 
at Grand Forks: . 

‘“‘If we allow ourselves to state our 
rights in a firm and determined manner, 
it should carry conviction to everyone 
who recognizes the rights that we enjoy. 
There should be no vacillation .n con- 
nection with that assertion. Weakness 
breeds insult, insult breeds war. Honest, 
firm, consistent, determined defense of 
known rights establishes peace and re- 
spect throughout the world.”’ 

A situation new to him was faved by 
Mr. Hughes today. He left behind the 
big cities of the, Middle West and 
plunged into an agricultural community, 


a country of hearty, cordial, unassum- 
ing people, people who, when they shook 
hands, shook with a grip of iron and ex- 
pected the same in return. Mr. Hughes 
won a lot of friends by his manner of 
handshaking; even the sturdiest farmers 
complimented him on that score. 

The Hughes party, which left St. Paul 
late last night sweltering from the ex- 
treme heat, arrived shivering at 7:35 
o'clock this morning at Grand Forks, N. 
D., a town of 15,000 people. The change 
in the temperature caused those in the 
party to get out their overcoats. and 
wraps.

“TGO PROUD TO FIGHT’ 
| EXPLAINED BY LEWIS 


Senator Says President Merely 
Adapted an Ancient Quotation 
Signifying Magnanimity. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The state- 
ment by Charles E. Hughes at St. Paul 
yesterday that ‘we are not too proud 
to fight,”’ an allusion to a remark made 
by President Wilson in a speech in 
Philadelphia on May 10, 1915, four days 
after the Lusitania was sunk, roused 
the ire of Senator James Hamilton 
Lewis of Illinois when he read it in his 
newspaper this morning and led him 
to make some remarks in debate later 
in the Senate on the meaning of the 
original sentirhent. Mr. Lewis went 
into the derivation of the expression, 
““too proud to fight,’’ and gave Presi- 
dent Wilson praise for using it. 

** We who admire the independent in- 
telligence of Judge Hughes,” said Sena- 
tor Léwis, ‘deplore that he has sur- 
rendered to the yelp and bark of 
Blanche, Sweetheart, and Tray in the 
refrain of ‘ Too proud to fight’ in their 
attack upon President Wilson, charging 
the use of the expression as a confes- 


Fion of weakness or cowardice on the 
part of the President, speaking for him- 
self and his country. 1 had hoped that 
Judge Hughes might be saved from 
the exhibition of ignorance displayed 
by. so many lesser but anxious assail- 
ants of that which they did not under- 
stand. 

‘“‘The expression ‘too proud to fight,’ 
used in Philadelphia by the President 
to an audience of courageous, Christian 
people, was the adaptation of an old 
quotation from the classics—ancient as 
the Scripture. Its meaning is known 
to be that a brave people. filled with 
the constiousness of their right and 
their superior strength, were too proud 
Ao fight when a concession of what was 
right would bring justice to all—too 
proud to use brute strength to overcome 
a weak people when, through an un- 
derstanding, on the basis of humanity, 
the rights of all would be preserved and 
the friendship of all maintained. The 
President presumed on the intelligence 
of his audience to understand. 

“The expression is an adaptation of 
the line from the Latin, ‘non dimicare 
est vincare,’ meaning ‘not to fight is 
to conquer.’ Lord Chatham used it on 
Jan. 20, 1775, in Parliament, in his 
speech on the removal of the English 
troops from Boston. There he applied 
the ‘too proud to fight’ adage to the 
condition ‘of America in her weakness 
compared with Great Britain, as our 
strength is compared with Mexico's. 
Said Chatham: ‘ Allay the ferment pre- 
vailing in America by ee the ob- 
noxious, hostile cause—obnoxious and 
unserviceable—for their merit cgn only 
be in attion. ‘‘Non dimicare est 
vincare."’’ 

“Charles Sumner, in thé United States 
Senate, in the Trent affair, sustaining, 
on -Jan. 7, 1862, President Lincoln, who 
had declined to permif® a controversy 
over a principle contended for by an 
opponent, fixed in international law, but 
which ou? nation had in haste violated, 
and which, had we gone to war, wauld 
have involved us in a conflict to es- 
tablish that which we knew was not 
the principle of right but the principle 
of force, said: ‘In this surrender—if 
such it may be called—the national Gov- 
ernment does not even “stoop to con- 
quer.’’ It simply lifts itself to the 
height of its original principle. The 
early efforts of its best negotiators, the 
patriot trial of its soldiers :* * * may 
at length prevail.’ 

‘“Concerning this spéech of Mr. Sum- 
ner, in his adaptation and construction 
of the phrase, ‘too proud to fight,’ one 
of his American historians, Mr. Morse, 
has this to say:, ‘The speech was gen- 
erally approved -by men of all parties 
on this side of the orean. It smoothed 
the ruffled sensibilities and turned ap- 
parent humillation into triumph.* 

‘**T often regret that President Wilson 
cannot find it compatible with his sense 
of the dignity of his position to some- 
times enter into explanations—not that 
he should descend to make defense 
where accusation is made from sources 
absurd and ridiculous, but that he should 
demonstrate: to the great ass of his 
fellow-mankind how, prompted by 
malevolence.in some instances and by 
ignorance ‘depres, the sources of the 
assaults u him do not wish a just 
discussion of real issues. 

“ As the present campaign progresses. 
let us all hope that, out of respect to 
the dignity of the contest. there may be 
an end to tho display of frenzy or fool- 





ishness, indefensible malice, and further 
unnécessary ignorance.'’ i

The Bremen, it is deciared, sighted 
land several days ago off the New Eng- 
iand Coast and proceeded south almost 
within the three-mile limit. The source 
of the information as to the movements 
of the Bremen is not known. The allied 


cruisers are still closely guarding the 
capes.

Both Flanks of General von Both- 
mer’s Army Now Overlapped. 
Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMES. 
PETROGRAD, Aug. 9, (Dispatch to 
the London Daily Chronicle.) — General 
Letchitsky has scored another notable 
victory. His impetuous attack on a 
front of sixteen miles between the Kolo- 
mea-Stanisiau railway and the Dniester 
has been everywhere crowned with com- 

plete succes”, 

It is now evident that the Austrians, 
fearing some such move, did all in their 
power to prevent it. Their.attacks in

ORDERS FINANCIAL DRAIN. 


German Commander’s Reported In- 
structions to Troops In France. 


The British, according to irfformation 
which has been received here, found on 
a German officer captured in France a 
few weeks ago a copy’ of an order is- 
sued by General von Stein of the Ger- 
man Army in whiclr the financial drain- 
age of the occupied parts of France is 
insisted upon. The instructions, which 
are in the form of .a corps order, have 
been transmitted here and read as fol- 
lows: 

1. Large quantities of German money 
(silver, nickel, copper) have got into 
the hands of the Inhabitants of the oc- 
cupied portion of France. This has pro- 
duced a noticeabie shortage of small 
change in Germany and necessitated 
the minting of iron money. 

“2. Im my orders of June,

corps was to use local paper money 
only, when making payments to the 
inhabitants. It is to be regretted that 
there are people who, through laziness 
or forgetfullness, stilt neglect to change 
their cash for paper. 

“8. As a.result of my orders of 
March, 1915, concerning the financial 
utilization (Finanzielle Ausnutzung) of 
the corps area, the State has been 
saved near four million francs, besides 
which the war fund (Feldkriegskasse) 
has benefited to the extent of nearly 
one-third of a million marks from the 
profits of the exchange offices, (Wech- 
selstuben.) If every one had used these 
exchange offices to the same extent 
as was done in the area of one supply 
unit (Staffel) the turnover would have 


been three or fuur times as great. 

4. The troops are to be informed of 
the importance of financially drainins 
occupied territory (Starkster Finanzicl- 
ler Tnanspruchname.) Officers must 
get the men a good example in this pa- 
triotic duty. 

‘*5. These orders are to be made 
known whenever pay is issued. 

“6. Town majors (Ortskommandant- 
uren) are responsible for making these 
orders known to new formations and to 
units passing through the area.

Republicans Accuse Redfield of 
Misrepresenting the Facts in 
His Reply to Hughes. 


TOWNSEND GIVES DETAILS 


Insists. Census Chief Was Forced 
Out — Penrose and Hoke 
Smith in. Sharp Tilt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A hot po- 
litiea] debate of the old-fashioned kind 
and a good deal of bitterness took place 
in the Senate today over the campaign 
charges of Charles E. Hughes that 
President Wilson had removed compe- 
tent men from high official posts and 
put imcompetent Democrats in their 
places. 

William C. Redfield, the Secretary of 
Commerce, was accused of having been 
‘*absolutely untruthful as -to facts" 
with reference to the retirement of E. 
Dana Durand from the Directorship of 
the Census, and Senator Hoke Smith 
of Georgia, Democrat, warned Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, Republican, 
to be careful of his words. Mr. Pen- 
rose had said that Mr. Smith was 
ignorant of the facts concerning the 
removal of Republicans from office or 
had made a deliberate statement that 
was. not borne out by the facts. 

The sparks began to fly when Senator 
Townsend of Machigan, 
pressed interest in (the case of r. 
Durand, whom he had kept in office for 
geveral months. by preventing the con- 
firmation of the nomination of his suc- 
cessor, W. J. Harris of Georgia, now 
a member of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. Mr. Townsend spoke of the 
letter from Mr. Durand to Mr. Hugh 
whioh the candidate read at Minneap- 
olis yesterday, in which Mr. Durand 
said he had heer virtually forced out 
of the Census Bureau. enator Pen- 
rose made a prepared attack on the 
course of the Administration in remov- 
ing Republican postmasters and soon 


artillery and were popping away. 

Renater Townsend insisted that Mr. 
Durand was obliged to quit the Census 
Directorship. The issue, he said, rested 
upon the truth of Secretary Redfield's 
telegram denying that Durand was dis- 
missed. 

** That telegram is eoeg epg 4 untruth- 
ful as to facts,”’ declared Mr. Townsend. 
‘* Harris was appointed Director of the 
Census after Durand had been forced 
out.’ 

Senator Townsend was ridiculed by 
Democratic Senators. 

‘“ When the Cleveland Administrations 
ended were any of the Democratic Cen- 
sus Directors retained? ’’ asked Senator 
Hardwick of Georgia. 

‘‘That is not the issue,’’ replied Sen- 
ator Townsend. 

“No, but at last the Republicans have 
found an issue,’’ said Senator Hoke 
Smith. ‘It is whether Redfield dis- 
charged Durand. That fs an issue worthy 
of Mr. Hughes and his associates. Let 
me congratulate you. At last you have 
found an issue—a eat, broad issue 
worthy of the Republican Party and its 
candidate.’’ 

Senator Smith added that Durand was 
a skilled statistician, but an extravagant 
and unsuccessful director. 


Ousted, Cleveland Democrats. 


“‘Oh, I don’t care for your taking the 
jobs,’’ retorted Senator Townsend. ‘‘ Of 
course, the Republicans did the same 
thing after the Cleveland Administra- 
tion. I'd have more respect for you if 
you had said outright: ‘ Durand is a Re- 
publican and we want that job.’ ’’ 

Senator Overman of North Carolina 
declared that another great issue of the 
Republican Party was whether Dr. 
Jones, Chief of the Coast and Geodetio 
Survey, wag a evterinary surgeon. 

Senator Hoke Smith and Senator Pen- 
rose later debated the relative consider- 
ation given the civil service- law by 
Democratic and Republican administra- 
tions. After Senator Penrose declared 
that efficient Republican clerks and offi- 
cials had been turned out or reduced 
and Democratic politicians put in their 
places, the Georgia Senator offered ‘a 
denial. He mentioned several instances 
where Republicans had received promo- 
tions in preference to Democrats. 

“ The nator either is ignorant of the 
facts or hé makes a deliberate statement 
that is not borne out by the facts,” said 
Mr. Penrose. 

‘The Senator must be a little careful 
in his statemerits; he cannot say that I 
made a deliberate misstatement,’’ said 
Mr. Smith. 

Senator Smith referred to the appoint- 
ment of Henry P. Fletcher as Ambassa- 
dor to Mexico. He said Mr. Fietcher 
was a Republican. 

Senator Wadsworth of New York in- 
terposed for the Republicans that Mr. 
Fletcher had not been sent anywhere. 
Senator Hoke Smith declared that his 
commission had been issued after his 
confirmation by the Senate. 

““Yes, but the tréuble is that the Ad- 
ministration cannot send him anywhere 
because it does not know where the 
cepital of Mexico is,” said the New 
York Senator. : 

When Senator Smith began to cite 
other instances of Republicans who still 
are holding office, Senator Penrose said: 


Smith and Penrose Clash. 


‘* Yes, but I suppose it is necessary to 
retain a few Republicans in order to 
run the offices.”’ 

Senator Smith contended that most of 
these Republicans were appointees of 
Roosevelt -and that he recalled a time 


when the Pennsylvania Senator was not 
so fond of them. 

“But we are a united brotherhood 
now,’’ replied Senator Penrose. 

‘The Senator will be the whole thing 
if he gets a chance,’’ was Senator 
Smith’s retort. 

Senator Penrose added that the Civil 
Service League, a nonpartisan organiza- 
tion, had criticised the Wilson Adminis- 
tration severely. , 

‘That same board criticises every‘ Ad- 
ministration, Democratic and Repub- 
lican,’’ Senator Smith declared. “I 
closing this debate I want to add that 
what Senator Penrose has presented here 
today in his prepared speech have 
considered as being the Republican 
Party speaking. He is a man of powér 
and force of character, and stands at 
the very head of his party. Having 
listened to him present the failin of 
the Democrats in removing Republicans 
through trumped-ur charges as ‘‘ hypo- 
critical and cowardly.’”’ 

In his prepared speech Senator Pen- 
rose characterized the attitude of 
the Democrats in removing through 
ce tan chargee Republicdns as 
“ hypocritical and cowardly.’’ 

“‘By infamous and cowardly attacks, 
which every honorable man would con- 
demn, they have removed men from 
office in my State and put in their places 
others who weren't physically or men- 
tally competent to sweep the streets,’’ 
said Mr. Penrose. ‘‘ I am not a fanatical 
believer in civil service, and I do not 
object to Democrats having the spoils 
of office.

TO PROTECT GERMAN LABOR 


Werkmen Start Movement Against 
the Immigration of Foreigners. 


In a recent issue of the Frankfurter 
Zeitung it is pointed out that there is.a. 
movement among the organized work- 
ingmen of Germany .to protect the na-- 
tive workers from the competition -for- 
merly forced upon them by the whole- 
sale immigration of large bodies of la- 
borers from Russia, Poland, Austria, 
and Italy. Discussion of this question 
has been begun in the trade union or- 
gans, and it is expected that after the 
war definite steps will be taken to force 
restrictive legislation along the line of 
the American imuigration laws. Writ- 
ing to the Grundstein, the organ of the 
masons, a correspondent deciares the 
theories of the ‘* Super-International- 
ists '’ must not be allowed to prevent 
the German workdngmen from looking 
after their own Anterests and sums up 
his argument as follows: 

“The German trade unions must 
change their position regarding the 
question of the foreigners. They must 
even make their influence with the Gov- 
ernment felt in such a way as to bring 
about legislative measures that will so 
regulate the importation of foreign labor 
power that it will not be an injury to 
the native workers. Then thé wage 
agreements must be brought into line 
to help solve the problem, and they 
must contain definite recognition of the 
natural right of the German working 
class to priority in the apportionin 
of jobs. And, finally, the German trade 
unions must resolve: to face the for- 
eigner question, or, rather, plague, with- 
out the usual sentimentalism. In the 
future we will receive every worker 
who comes to us with the card of his 
home organization with open arms, as 
we have done before.

A séntimental, wabbly, and sometimes 
amusingly naive melodrama is “° ‘The 
Silent Witness,’’ which was put on ‘view 
in. New York for the first fime last evéen- 
ing at the Longacre Theatre. It is the 
work of Otto Hauerbach, who has had 
his hand in several farces and has on his 
conscience the book of more than one 
musical comedy. This new product of 
his pen has been officially heralded as 
his first essay in serious work, and there 
are moments when ‘The Silent Wit-. 
ness’ is all of that. It is partially re- 
deemed by séveral tried, true, and never 
failing heart-throbs, and by the really 
superb performance of that gifted youth, 
Donald Gallaher, ac a college boy whi 
is saved from @ verdict of murder by 
the intervéntion of a silent witness. 

The silent witness in question is a 
blood stain, which is discovered even be- 
fore the corpus delicti is established, but 
of which the analysis ‘is carefully post- 
poned until the elevénth bour when the 
case is about to go to the jury. of 
course, this would never happen, but 
then nothing in “ The Silent “Witness ”’ 
would ever bappen, It is that kind of & 
melodrama. It is one of those plays 
wherein a glimmer of intelligence exer- 
cised for five minutes by any one of the 
characters would bring the entire pro- 
ceedings to an immediate conclusion, 
and ,of course, that would never do. 
There are a dozen such points in ‘‘ The 
Silent Witness "’ for Mr. Hauerbach not 
only strains the -probabilities, but quite 
dislocates them. 

Thoroughly to enjoy the new piece at 
the Longecre, then, you must leave your 
intelligence, whatever it may be, at 
home. Here you have a story of an hon- 
est youth at college who is ccnfronted 
with the accusation by a classmate that 
he is the natural son of a thief, and who 
immediately starts a fight that ends in 
the accuser stumbling against a log and 
dying from the impact. How the boy is 
arrested for murder, how at the last 
moment the District Attorney discovers 
he is his son, and how the bloodstains 
are rushed to the defense ig all set forth 
in a play which was somewhat frivolous- 
ly called ‘‘ Blood Will Tell’’ when it 
was produced out of town @ few weeks 
ago. 

Here, then, are life on the campus and 
life in the District Attorney's office 
interwoven, and the product suggests 
that Mr. Hauerbach derived hty in- 
spiration from a course of reading that 
included plays Hike ‘‘Common Clay” 
and the works of the tamented Floratio 
Alger. A considerable proportion of 
the prospective audiences might only 
suspect that life at Princeton or even 
Colgate was ‘nothing like this, but any 
one could laugh at Mr. Hauerbach’s 
law. Efhis physiology, with much talk 
of red corpuscles, white corpuscles; per- 
nicious anaeémia, and the like may be 
as orthodox as the neighboring allopath, 
but he should put his- law into his next 
musical comedy.

Eversman Bases His Prediction on 
1914 Results in 23 States. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—John C. Evers- 
man, secretary of the Republican Con- 
gréssional Committee,. arrived in Chi- 
cago today for a conference with those 


in chargé of Western campaign head- | 


quarters. eH said he had statistics 
which to his mind proved conclysively 
that Charles Evans Hughes would carry 
at least twenty-three States at the No- 
vember election and be elected, 

Mr. Evefsman brought with him from 
Washington a card indéx system which 
shames that invented and used by Frank 
H, Hitcheock. Out of the nooks of this 
system Mr, Eversman produced figures 
to show that in 1914 in the Senatorial 
and Congressional elections in twenty- 
three States the Republicans were vie- 
torious.

MIDGET STEAMSHIP SAILS. 


The Oldambt. from Holland Is: but 
Little Longer Than Deutschland. 


The little Dutch steamship Oldambt, 
which is only 479% gross and 262 net ton- 
nage, sailed from New York early yea- 
terday morning with a cargo of tobacco 
for otterdam. She is the smallest 
steam vessel which has crossed the At- 
lantic to this port for twenty-five years, 
having a length of 151 feet 6 inches, a 
beam of 25 feet 2 inches, and 11 feet 5 
inches depth of hold. 

The Oldambt is 201 tons less register 
than the German submarine Deutsch- 
land and is only a foot and a half 
longer. High freighta and the scarcity 
of shipping was the reason given for 
sending such a small vessel across the 
Atlantic. In Winter such a venture 
would bé consideted risky on account of 
the big swell in the Atlantic.

There has 
already been turned over to the exeeu- 
tors in Germany $127,000. There was 
realized $170,000 from the sale: of rail- 
road stocks and $4 from the sale of old 
jewelry ‘that the Baroness had left in 
this country.

NOT YET SETTLED. 

The two labor. disputes ‘which have} | 
engaged so hiuch public attention | 
within the last few days are in the) 
way of settlement, but far from set-/} 
tled. It is a great gain that the points 
of public interest have been removed 
from the private contention. The op- 
ponents may discuss their interrela- 
tiows as long as they like, provided 
that they continue their services. Both 
sides know now that the public has 
no favorite on either side. The public 
is thinking first of itself, having ac- 
quired knowledge by painful ex- 
perience that neither side thinks first 
of the public. That this is the prudent 
course for the public to pursue ap- 
pears from the fact that there is in 
both camps a disposition to presume 
upon: the manifestations of public 
sentiment which won alternately con- 
cessions for them respectively. 

The traction strikers with that as- 
sistance won a quick victory over the 
managers, who showed a disposition | 
not to concede what was the right of 
the men. But the men now are in 
danger’ of not observing the rights of 
the public, and are drifting toward the 
same policy which obstructs the 
progress of the trainmen. The traction 
men are organizing to apply pressure 
in the manner of the trainmen, in case 
their. negotiations are not successful. 
For the present there is ‘no danger of 
a strike, their spokesmen: say, and 
add that they are starting a campaign 
of years. [t is fair notice that the 
public also must maintain its vigilance 
just as long. A strike on the tractions 
would be contrary to the public in- 
terest in proportion that they all 
stopped together. The more complete 
the organization of fhe men, the more 
jealous of their procedure will the pub- 
lic be, regardless of the merits of the 
demands themselves. <A. disposition ‘to 
favor the reasonable requests of the 
men would be turned into resolute 
opposition the moment that those de- 
mands were pressed with truculence 
and disorder. It is only by conduct 
worthy of. good citizens that the trac- 
tion men can retain the favor 80 
promptly and fully manifested at first. 

The. spokesmen for the trainmen, al- 
most before mediation has begun, are 
discussing its failure, and discrediting 
arbitration even before there is any 
certainty that it will be necessary to 
adopt that method of bringing them 
to reason... While they are in that 
frame of mind they will make no 
The train- 
men may as well face the fact that it 
would not be prudent for them to 
strike, and that if they did they wduld 
only harm themselves. A total strike 
on 225. railways is impossible, for al- 
ready there are States which regulate 
the manner in which railway’ men 
may ‘cease their duties, There would 
be moré and severer laws of that. kind 
as a sequel’ to any ‘general strike, and 
the teeth ‘in the old laws which have 
bitten before would take a new hold.

Those supporters of Mr. HuGuHts

Europe after thé war, also are shockéd 
and filled with alarm because our im- 
ports now are large and growing. In 
his letter of acceptance Mr. HvGues 
did not speak of these. with disap- 
proval, aithough he gave warning 
about the ‘coming “sévere competi 
tion” of an “ energized” (some would 


Say enfeebled) Europe; but these sup- 
| porters whom we have in mind see in 
‘the steady advancé of imports from 


$155,000,000 in November to $245,000, - 
000 in June something that .means 
ruin for our manufacturing industries. 
They would have us believe that it 
foreshadows and is leading up to 4 
coming flood of goods from abroad 
which will stop the machinery in all 
our factories, and from which we can 
be saved only by a new protective 
tariff. 

Let us see what this growth of im- 
ports really means. Imports in the 
fiscal year that ended with June, 
$2,197,984,000, exceeded those of the 
year immediately preceding. by $523,- 
764,000, and those of 1914 by $303,- 
815,000. While $523,000,000 was add- 
ed to our imports, however, the in- 
crease of exports was three times as 
much, or $1,565,055,000, And this in- 
crease of our. sales to foreign buyers 
was, in part, made possible by the 
growth of our purchases from abroad. 
We were buying more and more raw 
material to be used in manufacturing 
the goods which we were sending 
across the ocean. 

This accounts for more than $360,- 
000,000 of. the additional $528,000,000. 
In twelve months the increasé of im- 
ported “crude materials for use in 
manufacturing” was $3868,000,000. 


| And $120,000,000 more measures the 
-|inerease of what may be called semi- 


raw material, classified as “ manu- 
“facturés for further use in manu- 
“ facturing.” While many of our pro- 
ducers—and the whole country—were 


them on the far side. of the rivér. 
would be waste to overload the bridge 
when it needs relief now, and there 
is nothing to spare for the growth of 
traffic which is surpassing the. esti- 
mates as much as the cost. To save 
the tunnel’s edst,-and to cripple the 
traffic across the. river, would be 
penny wise and pound foolish,.

That is even more surprising 
than satisfactory, for those new facil- 
ities are not such as have been looked 
to as monéy makers, and they are not 
now in. good relation to the unfinished 
parts of the system. They are feed- 
ers with inadequate access to the 
sources of traffic. The Brooklyn lines 
have no chance to show their worth 
until they run up Broadway,.and the 
report properly regrets that the de- 
lay is greater than had been expect- 
ed, or than would be -necessary with 
better co-operation between ‘the city 
and the lessee of its property. The 
report adds i erase 

Up to the present time this great 

munic'pal expenditure has not cost 
the taxpayers a single dollar, for it 
has all been capitalized, (including in- 
terest thereon,) and most of it has 
been provided for out of issues of 
corporate stock. 

So far as our contract with the city

terial, we do not hear that any of our 
manufacturers were harmed by it. 
Mills in which certain kinds of ma- 
terial included in the list are made 
have been working at full capacity. 

A glance at some of the leading 
articles imported shows how utterly 
absurd and without warrant are the 
complaints and warnings we have 
mentioned. There was an increase of 
the receipts of rubber from $87,000,- 
000. to $159,000,000. Have we any 
domestic producers of rubber who 
were injured by this “flood” ? This 
raw material was needed for automo- 
bile tires, and it should be noted that 
our exports of automobiles rose to 
$97,000,000, from $60,000,000 in the 
preceding year. The rubber was. used 


} 
also, of course, in motor cars manu- 


factured for home consumption. Our 
output is growing. More than 750,000 
cars were. made in the six months 
ended with June, and their value ex- 
ceeded $450,000,000. Are the American 
people in danger of a devastating 
deluge of foreign products on account 
of the year’s gain of $72,000,000 in 
imports. of rubber? 

Was industrial ruin indicated by the 
year's gains of $32,000,000 for raw 
sugar, $17,000,000 for tin, $22,000,000 
worth of raw fibres, an addition of 
$41,000,000 for raw silk, and $43,000,- 
000 more for hide&? Our sugar grow- 
ers were not harmed by the great im- 
ports of the raw product, which was 
refined here to satisfy an exceptional 
demand . from ‘England, Italy, and 
France. Hides were neéded for the 
millions of shoes we have sold to the 
belligerents. Of all the imports 68 
per eent., or more than two-thirds, 
wwere on our free list. Ought we to 
annoy and restrain our manufacturers 
by placing tariff duties on rubber and 
other raw materials not produced 
here? 

The truth is that this increase of 
imports has. been distinctly beneficial 
to our country and the American peo- 
ple. It has been due mainly to re- 
ceipts of raw materials for use in 
making the finished goods included in 
the extraordinary exports which are 
so much to the advantagé of the 
United States. To attack and denounce 
it is virtually to confess that those 
who do this are sorely in need of ef- 
fective political arguments and issues.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


In each of the two 
fiscal vears imme- 
Now diately | preceding 
the great war this 

and Hereafter. country received 
about 1,200,000 immigrants. But there 
were only 326,000 in the war’s first year, 
and our net gain of population was re- 
duced to only 120,000 by the departure of 
immigrants who had intended to be per- 
manent residents. A majority of these 
crossed the ocean to enter the armies. 
Now we have an official report for the 
fiscal year that ended with. last June. 
Again, of course, the number of immi- 
grants was small. At our ports 366,748 
were received, but 240,807 who had be- 
come residents went to their former 
homes, and 129,765 of these did not in- 
tend to return. Probably many of these 
have died on the battlefields. Our net 
gain of population from this source in 
the vear, therefore, was only 169,061. An 
addition of 1,500,000, and possibly of 
2,000,000, in the two years has been pre- 
vented by.the war. 

Many persons whose opinions deserve 
to’ be considered have. ventured to pre- 
dict what will be the condition of the 
world’s trade and industries after the 
war. They have not overlooked the prob- 
‘able course of emigration from the coun- 
tries of Europe. Mr. Hows, our Com- 
missioner of Immigration, expects that 
the number of immigrants arriving here 
in the first year after the war will be 
the greatest ever known in any twelve 
months of our history. Dr. Max Norpau 
foresees an unprecedented exodus from 
Europe to the United States, Canada, 
and South America. In nearly all of the 
belligerent countries there are now em- 
bargoes against emigration. These may 
be continued after the end of the fight- 
ing. It is thought that a great many 
will come to us from Greece, Turkey, 
Bulgaria, Rumania, Poland, and Hun- 
gary,.and that only by strict prohibition 
can the’ departure of a large number 
from Russia be prevented. 

Such a movement. from Europé; and 
mainly to our ports of entry, wil have a 
variety éf causes. Qwing to the ‘enor- 
mous cost of the war, taxes in the coun- 
tries now, belligerent will be very high. 
Other war burdens must be carried. Sol- 
diers made restless by service may de- 
sire to wander or may long to seek parts 
of the world where their surroundings 
will not temind them of the great con- 
flict.

THE FLAG ON TRADE-MARKS. 


A Law Which Prevents Copyrights 
on Such Designs. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The headline ‘‘May Use Flag as Trade- 
mark’’ in an issue of a New York evening 
paper yesterday will do incalculable hann. 
The headline really has no connection with 
the article, which deals with the use, by the 
American Express Company, of what the 
article terms ‘' the emblem of the United 
States.’’ That company uses a representa- 
tion of the shield, not flag, and the shield 
unfortunately is not covered in any state 
by the law protecting the flag, so far as I 
know. When my committee takes up com- 
plaints sent in against firms and corpora- 
tions arrogating to themselves the title 
“American ’’, ‘‘ United States’*, ‘ Nation- 
or”. = Independent’’’, and using a form of 
the shield as a sign, we take it up with therh 
as @ question of ethics, and quote the Presi- 
dent of the American Flag Association: ‘ No 
citizen of ovr country should want fo ad- 
vertise his commodities in such a way that 
his act would be just on the safe side of the 
line. The contrary sentiment should pre- 
vail, that we should be so far from the line 
which divides the lawful fram the unlawful 
as not only to escape ¢riminality, but to be 
among the company of patriots,’’ 

There is absolutely no verity in the state- 
ment, ‘‘ May use flag as trade-mark.’’ Rule 
19 of a book issued by the United States 
Patent Office entitled, ‘‘ United States Stat- 
utes Concerning the Registration of Trade- 
marks, with the Rules of the Patent Of- 
fice Relating Thereto’’, reads in part ‘‘ no 
trade-mar« will he registered * * * which 
consists of or comprises the flag or coat’ of 
arms or other insignia of the United States, 
or any simulation thereof.’ The emblem 
used’ by the American Express Company is 
therefore not 2 trade-mark. 

I have a latter from the Register of Copy- 
rights, Washington, D. C., which . says: 
‘There is no prevision of the copyright law 


under which any individual “could secure 
the exclusive right to use the flag of the 
United States, and, therefore, it {is not 
presumed that a cleim to copyright in the 
national al ania be filed for registration.

The ‘suggestion that. one hears on all 
sides. ‘that it is poetic justice, under 
these circumstances, that the National 
Guardsmen should be allowed to “ stew 
in thelr own grease’ is. really hardly 
fair—certainiy not fair to the great bulk 
-of the -guardsmen at. the border who 
are doing their duty simply and..with- 
out complaint: . But the outery rather 
demonstrates. that the practical opera- 
tion of the law makes clear the unwis- 
dom -ef calling upon men. who have 
started upon their careers and shave as- 
sumed business and family obligations 
to abandon their business ‘to its ,utter 
ruin and their families .to their injury 
end sufféring. The. outcry emphasizes 
the fact that the system is fundament- 
ally wrong, and the dissatisfaction 
voiced. in the public preas from some 
guardsmen and from other persons 
should: be directed to bringing about 
the immediate repeal. of the act, fed- 
eralizing the National Guard, and to the 
/paysage of legislation establishing a 
sane and efficient military system. To 
call mem whose business ‘is not that of 
the; soldier into -active service. will at 
‘all times be a great hardship, and -it 
will always be attended with unneces- 
sary suffering, Hiness, and death.

We Americans are 
supposed to‘forget Belgium, Serbia, the Lusi- 
tania, the Arabie, the Sussex, &c., and only 
think. what good, kind and generous con- 
querors the Germans would have been had 
they been permitted to ride rough shod over 
France and the allied countries. Also what 
valuable friends the English and Americans 
would find in them. Germany is not only 
afraid of thé settlement after the war, but 
of the punishment she will get at the hands 
of the Russians at some future time.

DAMAGE BY FLOOD 


RUNS INTO MILLIONS

50 KNOWN TO..BE. DROWNED 


But This Number Will Be’ Greatly 
Incraesed Whén. Count Is Com- 
pleted—Militia Reaches District. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va.. Aug. 10.— 

Cabin Creek, whose flood waters tore 
through ‘ite little mountain. valley yes- 
terday and carried with them more than 
@ hundred lives and millions of dollars’ 
worth of property, today returned to its 
narrow bed. But for sixteen miles’ from 
Ronda, where the creek empties into thé 
Kanawha River, there'stretched a scene 
of absolute desolation, which was dupli- 
cated along every branch coming ‘down 
out of the hills. Fully fifty persons afe 
known to have been lost, and men in 
charge of the many reliéf parties, al- 
ready at work, feel that this number 
will be considerably iricreased when the 
frightened miners and © their families 
have returned to their homes and the 
count is completed. - 
"Five persons wére drowned at Eskdale, 
five at United, sixteen’ at Ferndale, 
eight at Mfami, two at Dawés, four at 
Dry Branch, four at Holly, and five at 
Giles, while a’ lineman retGrning from a 
thirteen-mile tramp through the devas- 
tated districts reported forty dead along 
his route. All of these losses were not 
sustained in the Cabin Créek Valley, 
some of them being on.the Coal River 
Side of the mountain, although the prin- 
cipal losses were sustained there. 

The flood came upon the people early 
Wednesday morning. W. A. Smith, an 
insurance broker of Cincinnati, who was 
in the dfstrict, declared that* water 
tolled down. the narrow valley, foam- 
crested, and*from his point of vantage 
on an engine at Eskdale, where he and 
others had taken: refuge, he saw the 
roundhouse fill with ten: feet of water 
in less than half an hour, while the 
flood stretched from hill to hill across 
the .valley. 

Houses were swept from their thunda- 
tions, and women and children, hurried- 
ly leaving their homies; weré in some in- 
stances drowned before they could reach 
the hills. 

The flood came in contact. with the 
carbide supply of a ‘moving . picture 
theatre at Nekdale and it: exploded, 
blowing the plaee to pieces, while, loaded 
coal cars were jammed against one. an- 
other in indescribable, confusion. The 
Cabin Creek Coal Company lost. 125 
cars of coal at Cranefork, the cars and 
coal being washed away, while fifteen 
feet of mud and sand Was deposited in 
their place. A street carnival ‘company 
showing at De Sota lost-all of its 'equip- 
ment and animals, although the per-

UNION HEADS GIVE ADVICE

Wage Incfease Pyt at Three and 
Four Cents an Hour— Same 
Terms for All the Lines, 


A rough draft of the demands to be 
made on the New York Railways Com- 
pany by its organized motormén and 
conductors, drawn up yesterday, pro- 
vides for a sweeping revision of oper- 
ating schedules, shorter and more uni- 
form working hours, and a wage scale of 
$0 and 33 cents an hour. They now get 
26 and 30 cents. - 

The draft was drawn at the Conti- 
fhental Hotel, at a meeting in which 
William B. Fitegerald, General Organ- 
izer of thé carmen’s union, and &@ com- 
mittee selected by the motormen and 
conductors took part. Schedules in 
force in \Boston, Chicago, Pittsburgh, 
and other cities, where working condi- 
tions were sai to be better than in 
New York, furnished thé basis for the 
demands. 

James H, Vahey ‘of Boston, général 
counsel for the twenty-two divisions of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway PEmployes of 
America in Massachuaetts, assisted the 
labor representatives. Me will also act 
with the employes of. the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company, the Second Avenue 
Railroad Company, the Union Railways 
Company, the New York & Queens 
County Railroad Company, and thé 
Richmond Light & Railway Company. 

The organized employes of all of these 
companies have chosen their committees 
and officers, and expect to make, the 
fame demands as the motormen gpd 
conductors of the New York Railways 
Company. The Third Avenue men held 
their meeting in Lyeeum Hall, Highty- 
sixth Street and Third Avenue, last 
night, the others having perfeoted their 
organisations during the day. 


Expect Vigorous Protest, 


Althéugh néither Mr. Fitsgerald for 
any of the other labor officials would 
comment on the demands, it is not ex- 
pected that they will be granted By the 


traction companies without a vigorous 
protest. The chafges in operation pro- 
posed would add greatly to the expense 
of running cars and introduce a feature 
as costly, if not more so, as the higher 
wages asked for. 

"In Boston motormen and conductors 
can be kept on duty fer elevén hours, 
but nine hours of this must be platform 
time,’’ said Mr. Vahey, ‘“ That is, the 
men aré on call for ¢leven hours, but 
only work nine. If they work longer 
they receive extra pay. and at a higher 
rate than on the ordinary schedule. The 
nine-and-eleven-hour rule 4s a State law 
in Massachusetts, and governs thé con- |}

‘“‘T have been told that in New York 
City men are on call fourteen, fifteen 
and sixteen hours, and receive ay for! 
only ten hours. In Buffalo and Pitts- | 
burgh men cannot be held on duty) 
moré than twelve hours to earn ten 
hours’ pay. T do not know to what 
extent the organization here will at-! 
tempt to revise running schedules, out! 
Mr. Fitagerald is a very fair man and, 
will take into consideration the in-| 
tricate nature of the problem. 

** New York is a great city, and it is 
not easy to do éverything at once. Con- | 
ditions are burdénsome, but I am sure 
that thé companics will receive time 
in which to {morove them.”’ 

Organizer Witagerald told reporters; 
that the Amal&amated Association cf} 
Street and Electric Railway Employes; 
had opened general offices at 1,777! 
Broadway. ‘That will be the head-! 
quarters of the executive officers of the! 
union,” he said. 

Date Not Yet Decided, 

Mr. Fitzgerald would not tell when 
the demands would be presented to the 
New: York Railways Company, but he 
said they would not be presented today. 

“We have not yet completed all the 
details, and work of that kind takes 
time,’’ he said. ‘‘ We have to think not 
alone of the men who work sixteen 
hours and get paid for ten, but of the 
man who works four, five and six hours, 
and is also léld on call all day.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald refuged, as he has fre- 
quently refused since the strike was 
settied, to say what wowld be done in 
connection with the Interborough and 
the Brooklyn Rapid Trandt. 

“We are still enrollint ‘tkem, and 
that is all I care to say. We will make 
demands when the time is right; not 
hefore.”’ he declared when told that an- 
other labor official had said that the 
organigation on the lines of these two 
companies had been completed.

NO WHEAT SHORTAGE. 


Government Experts Show How We 
Will Be Able to Meet Demand. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—This year’s 
wheat crop will bé sufficient for home 











' consumption, and there will be enough 


left to meet normal export require- 
ments, according to Government offi- 
cials, who said téday the sensational 
rise in wheat prices and a correspond- 
ing increase in the price of flour was 
the result of the market adjusting itself 
from a crop of abnormal proportions to 
one of much smaller size. 

Experts of the Department of Agri: 
cylture estimate that 620,000,000 bushels 
of wheat will be réquired for home ¢con- 
sumption this year. A crop of 654, - 
vou bushels, as forecast from Aug. 1 
conditions, would leave 34,000,000 bush- 
els of this year’s crop availabDte for éx- 
port. In addition there was an $§un- 
usually large carry over of old wheat 
from last year’s crop, amounting to 
approxim tel 160,000,000 bushels, _ or 
about 75,000, bushels more than the, 
average carry over of. the preceding five 
years, . 

With the carry over of old wheat and 
thé surplus of -this year’s estimated 
crop, officials believé the United States 
will have at least 150,000,000 bushels 
available for export purposes. High 
prices of flour usually tends to greater 
economy in households, which would 
result in reducing home comsumptio 
and leave a greeter quantity of whea! 
for sending abrorad, 

In normal years the export of w t, 
including flour, averages about 125 - 
000 bushels, In he first year of the 
European war ,000,000 bushels. were 
exported and last year the total was 
about 250,000,000 bushels.
